THE JAM AT THE 5TH AVENUE, 
As early as half past seven o’clock an officer, on

THEY TIRE OF WAITING. 

Both Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Hendricks had 
tired ofthe long wait and after sittingin their 
carriege, stared at by the curious crowd till half- 
past eleven, and retired to their room in the hotel. 
Juey obseryed the parade from their windows, 
and did not again come out until the calatiaque 
had passed the hotel. Their carriages had re. 
mained atthe door. Secretaries Endicott and 
Manning, whose csrriages followed the vice pres- 
ident’s, remained in their seats, and the other 
cabinet ministers who rode in pairs, did like- 
wire. 

Governor Hill, of New York, rode in plain civil- 
jan dress and a black silk hat, together with his 
military secretary, seventeen staff officers, moun- 
ted and in full uniform. Governor Hill was the 
only governor who was attended by a mounted 
staff, 

The last carriage had wheeled into line at 
Twenty-third street when there fell in behind one 
containing an officer with a broad gold band across 
his breast. Two crutches stood up in the carriage 
behind him and proclaimed his nameas the gold 
searf had announced his rank. He was Major- 
General Daniel Sickles. Following behind the 
crippled veteran's carriage tnere trod a seemingly 
endiess army with banners, without show or gold 
or glitter, but armlessand sleeveless, with limping 
gait and scarred faces, that stirred men’s minds as 
they passed with deep and strong emotion. 

THE PROCESSION SEEMED UNENDING, 
stretching southward as far as eye could reach. 
The same dense csowds lined the streets all the 
waytothetomb. Asthehead of the column ap- 
proached the tomb the dull reverberations of the 
guns from the men of warcould be heard, and 
the troops broke colmnu from 
leit, marching to the right or east 
of road. After wets in lise arms were pre- 
sented and the catafalque slowly . rhe 
crowd on Fifth avenue remained on the sidewalk 
with remarkable persistency until the long pa- 


rade passed. 
BUT FEW CASUALTIES. 

Each body marched withthe dignity that be- 
came the oecasion, and never a man flagged, 
There were few cases of heat prostration, but as 
far as is known, none are dangerous. The regi- 
mental ambulances were called into requisition 
for slight cases, perhaps half a dozen times, be- 
tween 27th and 57th ts. 

Every man rsised his hat asjthe first horse came 
abreast to them, and remained uncovered until 
the body had passed. After tbe president, cabinet 
judges of supreme court, senators and members 
of the honse of reprerentatives,zovernoiéand their 
etafis, ex president, foreign ministers, diplomatic 
officers and the representatives of the army and 
navy bad passed, the procession began to break 
up and gradually fell out of line. 

hen information reached Riverside 
park that the rocession — had 
gun to move the naval vessels in the river 
on line with the park were signaled and salutes 
were fired by the Dispatch, Powhatton, Omaha, 
Swatara and Alliance, the ns of one vessel 
booming out as the reverberations of the preced- 
ing one cessed.

WAITING AROUND THE TOMB. 

From roonday for hours into the afternoon the 
vicinity of the tomb and Biverside park was the 
scene of discomfort for the waiting thousands.

THE GATE CITY GUARD. 


Their Superb Appearance in the Great Fa- 
neral Procession Yesterday. 

New York, August 8.—(Special. }—The Gate City 
Guard was one ofthe features of the pageant to- 
dey. No military organization ever had more 
admirers in this citythan the famous New York 
Seventh. Whenever that regiment turns out 
everybody wants to see them. Today, however 
the Gate City Guard shared the honors equally 
with the Seventh. Volunteer. infantry, cavalry 
and artillery companies were in the procession 
besides the regular soldiers and the veterans of 
the war. Nearlyall the eastern states were large- 
ly represented, but none of the companies attract- 
ed the attention that the Guard drew. The com- 
pany was forty-six strong and was commanded by 
Lieutenant Camp. They formed on Twenty-third 
street at Broadway and marched six miles. Pres- 
ident Cleveland passed very near the Guard as he 
rode up thesplendid line. 

As they marched up Broadway their easy, sol- 
diery carrisge and precision in movement attract- 
ed universal attention, and occasioned many 
complimentary remarks, The day was rather 
warm, and two members of the company were 
prostrated by the heat. Private Sciple, soon after 
the march began, gave out and was taken to his 
hotel. He wasable to be out tonight, and is in no 
way affected. Private Venable was prostrated near 
Ninety-seventh etreet, and was carried into a 
private residence near by. He, too, was out to. 
night. The warmest friendship has for a long 
time existed between the Guard and the famous 
Seventh regiment. Tonightthe Seventh enters 
tained the Guard at their splendid armory. Nearly 
every member of the Guard was present, includ- 
ing Privates Sciples and Venable. The boys were 
treated royally. Tomorrow they will take in 
Coney Island, the Brooklyn bridge and everything 
else.

A VISIT TO THE HOMB OF THE 
GREAT GBORGIAN. 
—_—_ 
How He Locks at Home-—His Gariy Yeoars— 
Merriege-His Political Life, and the ees 
quered Osreer of a Great Man—Some 
Personal Incidents of the Prip. 


WASHINGTON, Ga., August 8.—{S8pecial. }—‘‘I can- 
not see well enough ¢ven to write a nigger’s pass,” 
was the suggestive comparison made to your cor- 
lespondent by General Toombs, while explaining 
his failing eye-sight. 

The name of Robert Toombs has long held a 
charmed place in the hearts of Georgians. Proud 
of his talents, electrified by his eloquence, confi: 
dent ef his powers, Georgia has indorsed him in 
many political conflicts, and at last went dowa 
into asea of biood at his bidding. His mistake: 
sometimes very grevious— have been the result o 
his excessive honor. He would never purchase 
peace nor compromise with any enemy, but met 
every issue with such a sturdy front as often to 
provoke collision where softer words would have 
calmed the waters. But Toombs was born ina 
hurricane, bis life has been a cyclone, and even 
his declining years are but mumurs of {the de- 
parted storm. 

“Dar’s whar 


Ginrul Toombs tives," 
said an African guide as he stopped 
in front of a magnificent mansion on 
one of the fimest streets in America. A large 
flower yard, probably three hundred feet wide, 
spread outto yiew. Flower beds, from which 
sprung the fairest leaves ofcolor and design. 
were arranged in crosses, diamonds and stars. 
Appropriately placed, were young oaks and ever- 
greens. In trontof the gate stood asturdy oak, a 
tree suggestive of the man whose presence the 
correspondent was approaching. Its branches 
hung low, giving a most pleasant shade, Situated 
about two hundred ieet back was an 
old style mansion, reached by 
a bricked promenade, the verandah facing the 
recond story, which was reached by an easy flight 
ofsteps. Beneath the verandah floor there wasa 
magnificent display of pottea flowers, showing the 
taste and skillof Mrs. Comodore Hunt, whose 
kind attentions softens the abscence of the late 
lamented Mrs. Toombs 

“I em glad to see you,”’ said the general, as he 
met your correspondent with the remark quoted 
above, ‘‘my life is lonesome, My darling wife who 
for fifty-three years shed light over my life is 


dead.”’ 
GENERAL GRANT'S PLACE, 


A few words, brought up the subject of Grant’s 
funeral, 

‘Grant was the greatest soldier produced by the 
war,'' was the somewhat unexpected remark given 
by General Robert Toombs. ‘‘General Lee wasa 
very good engineer, a man of fine family, a com- 
panionable gentleman, but he was not the man to 
head a revolutionary army.”’ 

‘Now that Grant is in his grave, what is your 
estimate of his character?’’ 

‘*He was a simple-minded, kind-hearted soldier, 
who had no more animosity against the south 
than he had against the north. He was a West 
Pointer,’’ remarked the general, with a peculiar 
facial expression, ‘‘and with West Pointers the 
choice of arms is a profession into which patriot- 
ism enters but little.’’ 

‘Did you ever have any personal relations with 
Grant as president?”’ 

“Oh, yes,”’ he replied. ‘‘When the last days of 
the war brought the thieving federals this way 
they stole my books and manuscript. I would not 
take a hundred thousand dollars for them now if 
I had them, and there wasa time when I would 
not have taken halfa million for them. When 
Grant became president, I went to Washington to 
endeaver to recover these papers. When I 
entered I was received quite cordially, and stated 
myerrand. President Grant took the greatest in- 
terest in the matter, not only assuring me that I 
should have my papers returned, but detailing an 
eflicient officer to aid mein the search. There is 
a story behind this, however, which partially ac- 
counted for Grant’s interest in me,”’ 

GRANT'S EXIT FROM THE ARMY, 

The general then proceeded to tell the story, 
which was quite interesting. The Toombs and 
Crawford families had always been quite intimate, 
Govrnor Crawford's sister had married a Dr. Dent, 
who afterwards died of yellow fever in Augusta. 
During Mr. ‘1 oombs's service in the federal senate 
a young officer named Grant had been 
courtmartialed in California for paying out too 
much money, a8 quartermaster of the Fourth reg- 
iment, to his brother officers. John J. Crittenden, 
of Kentucky, approached Senator Toombs te se- 
cure congressional relief for the unfortunate cap- 
tain. Hestated that young Grant had married 
Miss Julia, the daughter of Frederick Dent, of 
Missouri. This Dent, it was developed, wasa 
brother of the gentleman in Augusta, and it was 
hoped that Senator Toombs’s interest in a con- 
stitnuent would induce him to lend a hand in say- 
ing the bonor of the Dent family. 

“It was finally agreed,’’ said Mr. Toombs, 
that the military committee should report favora- 
bly on the Grant case, provided the young man 
would obligate himrelf to resign immediately on 
the receipt of his commission. To this young 
Grant, whom I metin thecorroider, readily as- 
sented. True to his word he resigned, andthe 
next time I met him he was president of thse 
United States.”’ 

“Did he refer to the matter?’ 

“Ob, no: but he was exceedingly kind. The 
hour for holdigg the cabinet meeting arrived 
and I arose to go, when Grant said:” 

“Don’t go, general, I ;would sooner talk to you 
than to my cabinet.” 

SECESSION AND THE CONFEDBRACY. 

The conversation then drifted back into the 
bloody days of th® confederacy, and the agitation 
which led up to it. 

“The culmination'of my political career,’ seid 
General Toombs, ‘‘was the secession agitation. 
The statement that there existed among the 
southern senators in 1859 and 1860 a conspiracy to 
force recession isuntrue. There was no conspir- 
acy, no understanding. The encroachments of 
the northern congressmen upon the reserved 
rights of the states, the incendiary agitation of 
disturbing questions in that section had alarmed 
the people of the southern states, They elected 
men to congress to represent their views. 
These men were representatives, and 
were only guilty of the same conspiracy if 
so you choose to call it, as always exists between 
constituent and representative. The question of 
secession came upfrom the people just inthe 
same shape as other questions go up,and conse- 
quently, the southern senators merely presented 
the views of those whom they represented. They 
went home and addressed their constituents upon 
thatas they did uponall other questions. All 
my speeches were so madetomy constituents in 
Georgia, or in my place upon the Moor of the sen- 
ate. Lalweys gave my utterances to the prew 
freely. I never suppressed a speech nor spoke in 
ridéles. My life has been an open pege which all 
men te, read. 4 

HY THE CONFEDERACY FAILED. 

‘Was there ever a hope of success for the con 
federacy ; and if so, why did it fail?” 

“There was no doubt of success,” answered the 
general, arising from the reclinimg position ia 


brought to realize the fact that men in civil life 
knew anything.

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“When the war was over! capitulated and 
cepted the parole. I marched my brigade back te 
Augusta, disbanded them there, and returned to 
my heme to observe my parole.

The day before, while the 
federal cavalry leader Wilson was socially engaged 
with General Smith, he said to the latter:

“*Perhaps your wish will be gratified,’ said 
Smith. 

“Seeking an opportunity for a moment's ab- 
sence, General Smith horsed a 
trusty man, with instructions to take the short 
cuts through the country, in ordor to notify me of 
Wilson's coming. 

‘« ‘Tf yeur horse gives out, get another, say it is 
for General Toombs,’ were the last words said te 
the borseman, es the clattering hoofs bore him 
away. 

“In two hours’ time General Wilson wasin the 
city, but I was wellon my way in another direc- 
tion. On bis way up he passed through Crawiord- 
ville, and informed Aleck Stephens of his arrest, 
but told him to stay there until his return, when 
he should have the company of his friend Toombs, 

“‘*If you get him tocome along against his will, 
replied Stephens, ‘you will be the first man who 
ever did it.’ 

“On my way I sold some cotton on my south- 
west Georgia plantation, succeeded in reaching 
New Orleans, thence to Cuba, and later to Eng- 
land and France. On my return I resumed the 
profession of law.”’ 

LIFE SINCE THE WAR, 

On his return General Toombs at once took bis 

old place at the head of the Geargia bar. In the 


Dupree case he received a cash fee of fort y 
thousand dollars, and in the Eberhart case, the 


same week, a cash fee of twenty thousand, mak- 
ing sixty thousand dollars in one week's work. 
POINTS OF PERSONAL INTEREST. 

In the midst of the conversation pretty little 
Louise Colley, the sixteen months old great grand- 
child of General Toombs, came running in, claim- 
ing a kiss from grendpa before she was taken out. 
A sweet little creature, dressed in white, with 
flowing ringlets and ruby lips, she nestled in the 
bosom of her grandiather with the most perfect 
love. ull 

“Bhe is seafiectionate,’’ said the general, “‘sh 
recalls the days when my own four children were 
like her. 

‘‘My family on the paternal side was English, 
and fought against Charles. The earliest recorda 
show them to have been opposed to kingly arro- 
gance. When leading my brigade along the Rap- 
pahannock, I passed the homes where three 
generations of Toombses lived, My father, who 
was a captain under General Washington, witha 
num ber of his comrades, locatedon lands in this 
vicinity in 1815. Here he met 
Miss Huling, the daugnter of 
Jimmy Huling, a wealthy planter, whom he mar 
ried. The Hulings were Huguenots, who flied 
from the French Flanders, and founda refuge in 
England, settling in Taunton. Three of them 
were among those arrested by William Penn, whe 
resorted to this means of persecution in order to 
gain pinmoney for the women of the Euglish 
court. The Hulings resisted the demands made of 
them, for which one was putto death and the 
other two were sold into servitude in the Wuwust 
Indies. [Im time they reached the Carolinas, where 
they became prosperous planters. 

“I was born in 1810, and when old enough at- 
tended the village echool here, following that up 
with terms in the university of Georgia, Prince- 
ton college, and the law school of the univergity 
of Virginia.I was ready for the bar at the age of 20. 
A special act of the legislature removed the diffi- 
culty of non-age, and I was admitted to the bar in 
Elbert superior court,Judge William H. Crawford 
presiding. Iatonce took a leading place at the 
bar, and served several terms in the state legisla- 
ture. The old eighth district was strongly 
democratic, At 4 dining given 
in Augusta by the late Mrs. Tubman, to Heury 
Clay, who was her guardian, at which myself and 

Judge Crawford were present, Mr. Clay insisted 
that I should make the race in the whig interest.

Bose, now aged 24; Dudley M. DuBose, now aged 
22; Camille DuB®se (now Mrs. Henry Colley,) and 
Mies Sallie Lou DuBose. Little Louse Colley, now 
sixteen months old, is the first and only great 
grand child of General Toomps. 

“For fifty-three years,’ resumed “General 
Toombs, “my dear wife was my constant friend, 
companion and adviser. We traveled four con- 
tinents of the world together, and visited many 
islands of the sea. Now she is waiting for me 
with the same sweet faith she so well illustrated 
here.

THE PROHIBITION ISSUE. 

We call attention to the short interview 
with Senator Northen which is printed else- 
where on the subject of local option. 

Prohibition presents the most important 
iesue now before the people of Georgia, In 
maby espects it is a menacing issue, In 
every sense it demands the earnest and im- 
mediate consideration of every intelligent 
and patriciic citizen of the state. 

The situation briefly is thie. The prohibi- 
tionists have carried alarge majority of the 
counties, by voting in each county under 
local option provisions, and are now seeking 
to make local option cover the counties that 
have not yet acted. Up to this time the 
prohibition issue has been kept out of poli- 
tics. Now, finding their moyement delayed 
in the legislature, they threaten, though Mr. 
Northen distinctly does not, to carry the 
issue into politics. With this threat, they 
challenge public attention and demand 
prom pt end decisive action from the legisla- 
ture. Just here it will be well to examine 
this threat and see just what it means. 

It cannot be denied that the result of forc- 
ing prohibition into politics would be deplor- 
able—viewed from a political standpoint. 
It would threaten the integrity of the dem- 
ocratic party in the state. It would split it 
into factions, perhaps. Certainly it would 
impairite discipline. It might even tempo 
rerily overturn it.. We shall not underesti- 
mate the evil that would come to the demo- 
cratic party from the prohibition issue, if it 
is injected into politics. Anything that 
threatens to divide the democrats, and put 
the balance of power in the hands of repub- 
licans and negroes is to be deplored—espe- 
cially when it isan issue that attacks busi- 
ness and property on the one side and in- 
spires fanaticism on the other. 

But, what will be the effect of politicaliz- 
ing the issue, on prohibition itself? Bad as 
it may be on the democratic party, it will 
sesuredly be worse on prohibition. If expe- 
rience hes taught anything it has taught 
that the political taint is fatal to prohibition. 
Asa moral moyement, clean and unselfish 
end without intrigue, it appeals to a larger 
number of good people and appeals to them 
more strongly than any other proposition 
that can be laid down. As a pelitical sub- 
terfuge, it becomes odious, suspected and 
contemptible. The history of the St. John 

- Campaign proves this—if it bad not been 
proved already by a dozen other examples. 
The prohibitionisis of Georgia have done 
noble work. They have won and deserved 
the admiration of the country. The glory 
of their work and the good that has come 
from it, are simply unspeakable. . They have 
driven liquoroutofmore than a hundred 
counties and have plucked from the burning, 
towns and villages that were almost con- 
sumed. Their work will be steadfast as 
jong as its original integrity is maintained. 
It will be lost when it is diverted into the 
absorbing sirain of political trickery, Of 
al] men on earth, who would af any hazard 
bold prohibition and politics apart, the real 
temperance men should bejirst. A union 
that might for the time threaten the power 
Gf the politicians. would threaten the very 
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the prohibitioniste, but upon the whole peo- 
ple of Georgia. There is surely enough at 
stake toindnuce this. Threats are useless, 
for what is threatened involves disaster to 
both sidee. That the local option billshould 
be passed does not admit of a doudt. The 
people have demanded it by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, and they are entitled to it and 
the legislature should give it to them. We 
are firm in the conviction, however, that 
there must be 2 combination of high license, 
with loeal opiion. Liquor has never been, 
and can never be, driven out of large cities, 
When this inexlorable fact is recognized, 
the path of temperance reform will be 
plainer. It has been shown that for small 
eities and for rural commuzaities, prohibition 
is practicable, popular, and altogether to be 
desired. Ithas been shown that it is imprac- 
ticable in large cities---with this fact admit- 
ted, for disagreeable as it may be, itis a 
fact, local_option maintained in the counties, 
and high license established in the cities, 
Georcia would stand asthe model temper- 
With this

THE OLD BACHELORS’ TAX BILL. 

We have already given our approval tothe 
measure recentiy introduced into the house 
to impose a special tax on unmarried men 
over thirty years of age. It is a measure 
which is not only bated on common sense, 
but has about it the elment of timeliness. 

Investigation shows that in those states 
where viial statistics have been kept with 
tome degree of fullness and accuracy—name- 
ly, the states of New England—there has 
been a great change going on in the public 

sentiment regarding matrimony. The sta- 
tistics of marriage show that there is a grow- 
ing disposition on the part of the people of 
that section to teke unto themselves help- 
mates. 

In Massachusetts, population has inoreas- 
ed two-thirés and marriages only one- 
third, when twenty-one people out of one 
thousand used to be married each year, ouly 
seventeen sre married now. The same re- 
sult isshownin Connecticut, in Ohio, and 
in Providence, R. I. It is to be presumed 
that the same changein public sentiment 
bas made its appearance in all parts of the 
country. If so, it is very important. 

The number of old bachelors is increasing 
in every Community. They try to be very 
gay and frivolous, and are anxious to leave 
an impression that they are happy, but they 
cannot conceal! the fact that they are bald- 
headed and thin-legged. Married men in 
certain Cases made and provided have a per- 
fect right to be bald-headed and thin-leggad, 
buta bald-headed and thin-legged old bach- 
elor is a standing insult to the community 
in which he lives. 

What right has heto be bald-headed and 
thin-leggeG?

MODERN MYTH-MAKERS. 

There is nothing more certain than that 
the age of mythology does not belong ex- 
clusively to the past. The methodsof the 
people in dealing with their great men and 
heroes haye been greatiy modified by the 
Chrirtian religion and by the development 
of a higher civilization; but even today the 
human mind shows its kinship with the 
hero-worshipers of old, 

The myth-maker is et work. He is as in- 
dustrione as he was inthe days when the 
ancient gods end goddesses had charge of 
affairs. Heno longer goes into the cane- 
brake for a flute, nor does he sit around the 
fireard spin his yarns, Ah, no! he takes 
the shape of a newepaper reporter and tells 
his wonderful stories to thoneands of people 
every cay. He speaks to the people and for 
them, reproducing their thoughts and feel- 
ings, their gossip, and their inventions. _ 

All things considered, the newspaper re- 
porters bave done exceedingly good work 
since they were placed in charge of the 
myth factory. They hayedone such good 
werk, that one who reads history cannot 
help regretting that they did not live in the 
times of Peter the Great, or Napoleon, or 
George Washington. The story of the 
hatchet isa very fine myth, but the most

It is plain thal 
the only feature of prohibition about them is the 
infliction of a money penalty. High tax does pre- 
cisely the same. It @xacts a money penalty, aud 
makes it secure by requiring payment Inadvance. 
The term ‘license’ may be misleading, but the 
operation of such a tax is to restrict injurious acts 
by visiting them with ponaliics. If such a form 
oi restrictive penaity is a compromise with au 
evil, then the whole system of criminal laws is 
open to the same charge.”

From that hour his fame was assured, and his 
fortune fluctuated from extreme poyerty to opu- 
lentriches. He won atthe card table thousands 
of dollars, but as speedly lost his easily acquired 
riches trying to beat faro. When the Bine Lick 
springs became the summer résort of the wealthy 
southerners, Benedict mingled with them freely, 
laughed at their jokes, listened to their stories, 
and won their money. His career was a most 
eventiul one, and he died poor. One of his favor 
ite pastimes was to “down'’ a fellow-gambier, 
ususliy by combining with him to fleece an oOut- 
sider and then giving away the game. 

Once he found himself in Louisyille, after a 
protracted siege at faro, without a dollar. He be- 
came disguested with the Falls City and boarded 
a down-river steamer. It touched at some little 
town on the Indiana shore, and a genuine jay:

The gambler, not daring to accuse Kirk of 
double dealing, but confident that he had been 
made the vic of one of the great gambler’s 
ehrewd tricks, turned on his heel with an oathand 
retired to his stateroom. The Indianian gathered 
up bis winnings. 

“Now comes the funny part of the story,’ said 
Kirk, who told methis incident himself several 
yearsago, “When I got an opportunity tosee my 
jaybawker friend alone and asked him for my 
shere of the winning he laughed at me,

+ @BILL’S IDEA OF LAY AND LAW 
MAKERS. 


The Different Kind of Men it Takes to Makea Leg- 
telsture—The Troublesome Problems Before 
1 the Body—The og Lew and the Fence 
Law—The Whisky Question, Bto, 


It takes about three kinds of men to meke 
upan averege legislature. The enthusiasts 
who are naturally inclined to go to extremes 
and cut out new roads. They have their pet 
schemes of legislation. They are fora bill all 
over or they are against itfrom the go. Some 
are on one side and some on the other of every- 
thing, and by the time they get done with it 
the bill is pretty well shaken up and dusted. 
They are a lively, useful class and make right 
good teasers for the old four mile nags who are 
yaiting for the tap ofthe drum. Then there 
are the cautious who had rather follow than 
lead, and are overly atraid of the people. They 
would local option every bill that came up it 
they could, for that would relieve them of re- 
sponsibility. They wouldent vote fora dog 
law to protect 300 sheep raisers in their county 
for fear 300 dog raisers would be offended. 
Nevertheless they are right useful in their 
way and put on the brakes and vote no very 
opportunely some times. Then there are the 
solid thinking men who are like a balance 
wheel to the machine, who think for them- 
Selves and listen to both sides and at last give 
shape to legislation, and if they can’t control 
it the right way can force a compromise and 
split the difference. Altogether it makes & 
pretty good combination, especially consider- 
ing the age and experience of the senate and 


the governor’s vetoin the back ground. It 
is not the most brilliant and eloquent men who 
make the best members. The applause of the 
galleries does mot signify. It is in the com- 
mittee room where the worth ofa man is test- 
ed. I remember to have read that Nathaniel 
Macon, of North Carolina,never made a speech 
in congress, but he hed more influence than 

any member, anda bili could hardly be pass- 

ed that did not have his approval. For 37 

years he wasa member of one house or the 

other, and when elected speaker it took only 

two sentences to express his thanks. Ho 

announced in seven wordsthat war had been 

declared against Great Britain. Mr. Jeffer- 

pon called him “thelast of the Romans,” and 

John Randolph pronounced him “the wisest 

man he ever knew.”’ He made no noise and 

wept off on no sensations. 

Brilliantoratory is hardly ever solid and 
brilliant orators are rarely practical 
working men. They are emotional 
and sensational. Oratory is a_ right 
good ‘thing to marry on, and if the 
young statesmen can catch a nice girl in the 
galleries it is all right, provided the girl don’t 
repent at leisure what she did in haste. An 
old man who had a ratling brilliant son told 

me not long ago that Jack had got married out 
in Texas and had done splendid’ “How did 
the girl do?’’ said I. The old man spat his 
tobacco juice afar off and said, “why, she 
didn’t do so well of course, but maybe Jack 
will settle down now.”’
